THE SPEECH. 



The reading of the Governor's Speech 
was listened to by the numerous assem- 
blage that filled the legislative hall yes- 
terday -with considerable interest. Af- 
ter the acrimonioJSs debates of the last 
session of the old House and the unus- 
ually hot nature of the political canvass 
that followed, tho public had a right to 
look for a speech of moro than u.sual 
vigor — a speech decided in tone, and 
very, very pronounced on the main is- 
sue of tho day — tho railway. We are 
bound to say that the document does 
not reach popular expectation, and that 
a very general expression of disappoint- 
ment was manifest last evening. Iu 
saying this much wo do not wish to 
be understood as meaning that tho doc- 
ument is condemned in toto. On tho 
contrary, thero are some points in which 
it is possible for all to heartily concur. 
Tho Government acted well in protest- 
ing against tho removal of tho steel 
rails; but tho protest should have been 
sent to Downing Street as well. If 
the Government have rested satisfied 
with serving a protest on tho Secretary 
\qf State at Ottawa they have failed in 
their duty. -- They have opened the 
door, but have not dared to enter. The 
reminder that tho time for protesting 
has passed and it is " therefore incum- 
bent on us to take measures much more 
decisive," may mean a great deal or 
nothing at all. It affords a wido range 
for conjecturo, and it is matter for re- 
gret that the Speech whilst pretending 
to foreshadow a vigorous policy gives 
the Government a very largo loophole 
through which to crawl if "measures 
much more decisive" do not mcot with 
popular approval. The only "decisive" 
step that remains to bo taken is to pe- 
tition tho Home Government to allow 
us to return to tho position of a Crown 
colony should Canada fail to carry out 
tho Carnarvon Terms, unless the Gov- 
ernment are prepared to submit a bill 
for compensation in lieu of the Island 
railway. Tho latter wo conceive to bo 
tho only course open to tho Govern- 
ment that is likely to meet with a sat- 
isfactory result, and however much the 
Government may resist it now twelve- 
months hence they will bo glad to accept 
it if the opportunity be then still open. 
What do tho Government mean by the 
remark that "dolay in the construction 
of the work" "can mo longer be justified?" 
Is the country — is Canada to under- 
stand that the delays that have already 
occurred were justifiable 1 Does it not 
occur to the Government that that ex- 
pression may be turned to tho disad- 
vantage of the Province when the ques- 
tion of damages or compensation comes 
up for discussion at Ottawa and Lon- 
don t It is a most unfortunate admis- 
sion, and may provo tho lever with 
which tho just claims of the Province 
will bo upset. What could a gentle- 
man of Mr. Wal kern's experience in the 
preparation of State papers have been 
dreaming about when ho allowed the 
chief paragraph in the Speech to be 
framed in such a slipshod manner? 
And then consider the handle he has 
given tho Opposition ! Tho reference to 
the graving dock shows that the Gov- 
ernment have adopted .the policy of 
their predecessors, and that the con- 
struction of the work as an Imperial 
necessity is highly probable. Every 
one will be glad to hear that an attempt 
will be made to more closely equalize 
revenue and expenditure, and that dual 
taxation in Municipalities will be dis- 
continued at the close of the present 
year ; but a change in the Municipali- 
ties Act is foreshadowed by which the 
creation of Municipalities will be rend- 
ered obligatory instead of permissive. 
Such a step would cause much dissatis- 
faction in widely scattered districts, 
where local government is almost im- 
possible ; but wo believe in Municipali- 
ties, wherever practicable, but only with 
the consont of tho people residing 
within the proposed limits. A more 
equitable representation is promised, 
and the policy of this journal on the 
Chinese evil, is adopted by tho Govern- 
ment. An attempt will bo mado to 
restrict the immigration of this undesir- 
able class, who at this moment mono- 
polize the fisheries to the exclusion of 
■white fishermen. The policy of the 
Elliott Government in respect of the 
development of the quartz wealth is to 
be continued, and a tardy act of justice 
is to bo rendered tho Mainland by 
securing tho appointment of resident 
Supreme Court judges for that section. 
The country is congratulated on the 
steady development of tho fisheries, and 
the Speech closes with an expression of 
confidence that the Province- will be 
benefitted by the deliberations of the 
House. 

Such is a brief and, we think it will 
be admitted, a by no means un- 
friondly criticism of the Speech. As a 
literary effort it will not rank high ; 
and in tho matter of tho railway tho 
Government act like blind men seeking 
a way out of a labyrinth. In other 
respects we do not find much to com- 
plain of. 

MR. SPEAKER. 



Tho senior member for Esquimalt 
has climbed to the dizzy height of the 
Speaker's chair. Some are born great, 
.some achieve greatness, and some have 
greatness thrust upon them. To which 
of these three classes does the new Mr. 
Speaker belong? We all know that Mr. 
Williams was not born great. It is 
certain that greatness has not been 
thrust upon him ; and we must arrive 
at the conclusion that by dint of per- 
sistent buttonholing and canvassing he 
has achieved greatness. A titter swept 
across the faces of the spectators when 
the Premier nominated Mr. Williams, 
which broadened into a laugh when the 
silvery head of Captain Evans was ob- 
served to pop above the level of his 
desk-lid to enable its owner to " second 



the nomination. " The opposition was 
as greatly taken by surprise as were 
the galleries. Down to the very last 
moment it was expected that the Gov- 
ernment nominee would bo Dr. Ash, 
whose local parliamentary experience, 
social standing and decision of charac- 
ter eminently fit him for tho position. 
Though taken entirely by surprise Mr. 
Smithe (who is Leader of the Opposi- 
tion) roso at once anil pointed out in a 
few terse and becoming sentences the 
impropriety of nominating a member 
who knew nothing of the duties apper- 
taining to tho important and responsi- 
ble position, and whoso partial conduct 
in tho last Houso (whilst chairman of 
committee) drow down upon him the 
merited censure of tho then Speaker— 
Dr. Trimble. When Mr. Smithe was 
speaking of Mr. Williams' want of 
knowledge of tho gravo duties that 
would devolve upon him, his words met 
with a striking corroboration. The 
nominee, who was not even in his seat, 
roso and asked, to the groat dismay of 
the occupants of the treasury benches, 
who Mr. Smitho was addressing? was 
there any chairman there? Mr. Smithe 
did not fail to turn to good account the 
embryotic Speaker's ignorance of par- 
liamentary usage, and when the Leader 
of tho Opposition sat down the Premier, 
who seemed to feel keenly the position 
in which his caucus had placed him, 
escaped the dilemma with a feeble joke, 
and Mr. Williams, having been chosen 
by a strict party vote, crossed the puns 
assinorum and reached the summit of 
his political ambition. 



Lytton Oorrospondonoo. 

Lytton City, July 22. 
Editor Colonist : — -We send you an 
account of tho fire that happened at 
Lytton on the 18th inst, at threo 
o'clock in the morning. The fire com- 
menced in Eomano's old house, which 
was filled with inflammable matter, and 
whero the Indians were playing cards 
and smoking their pipes every night. 
We foresaw tho danger long ago ; but 
there was no person of sufficient author- 
ity to look after tho nightly visitors to 
tho house, and wo came within an ace 
of losing the whole town. It was very 
lucky that thero was but little wind, 
and that tho fire was got under control 
before it spread to the neighboring 
houses, four of which, standing imme- 
diately opposite tho burning mass, con- 
tained several hundred pounds of gun- 
powder, the greatest portion belonging 
to Dr. Peatherstone of Lillooet. The 
principal sufferers by the fire are an old 
Mexican lady, her son and daughter, 
and a Frenchman named August Hare, 
these parties being completely ruined. 
It so happened that the Cariboo stage 
was leaving very early in tho morning, 
and that more persons were around 
than usual, otherwise the iiro would 
have assumed greater proportions. If 
this should meet tho eye of two of the 
stage passengers (Nevada miners) who 
worked so energetically at the fire wo 
hope they will accept the grateful 
thanks of J. B. Baurick,

Yesterday being tho first ilay of tho 
first meeting of tho third Provincial As- 
sembly, his honor tho Lieutenant-Govern- 
or camo down to the House and took his 
■oat on tho throne, tho members having 
previously been sworn in. 

Tho attendance of ladies who were ac- 
commodated wtth chairs on the floor of 
tho House was very numerous ; tho 
itrangor's gallery was also crowded. 
Amongst thoso present wore Chiof Justice 
Sir Matthow Baillio Bogbie, Mr. Justice 
Croaso, Mr. Justico Gray, Mrs. Richards, 
Senator Macdonald, Mrs. Macdonald, 
Mrs. Gray, Mrs. Beaven, Mrs. Drum- 
mond, Mrs. Martin, Mrs. Cool, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fisher, Mrs. Helgcaeri, Mrs. L.

His Honor arrived at 3 p.m. , being ac- 
companied by Admiral DeHorsey, Capt. 
Bedford, Flag-Lieutenant Crowe, Mr. J. 
H. Clevorton (Admiral DcHorsoy's Secre- 
tary), Liout-Colonel Houghton, D. A. G., 
and Mr. Boyle, Hia Honor's Private Sec- 
rotary. His Honor was received by a 
guard of honor, comprised of tho active 
militia, tho bund playing tho national an- 
thom. 

Immediately His Honor had taken hia 
■oat the Provincial Secretary announced 
that his honor did not see lit to declare 
the eausos of summoning tho House until 
a Speaker had been elected. His Honor 
thon retired and Hon. Mr. Walkem, 
seconded by Mr. Evans, nominated Mr. 
Williams as a candidate for tho Speaker- 
ship. 

Mr. Smiths said that ho rcgrettod ho 
had to entor a protost against tho nomin- 
ation. Ho felt assurod tho hon. 'member 
for Esquimalt was not competent to oc- 
cupy tho Speaker's chair, for ho lacked 
experience and it was well known that he 
was not versed in parliamentary practice 
or rules of order. Had the Attorney- 
General boon unablo to have . selected 
from tho Government ranks a niembor 
qualified for the position, tho nomination 
of Mr. Williams might have been excused; 
but it was woll known that there was at 
least one supporter of tho Government tho 
hon. momberfor Comox, who was thorough- 
ly fitted for tho chair, both By education 
and parliamentary experience. Had that 
hon. gentleman been nominatod, ho (Mr. 
Smitho) felt sure that tho nomination 
would have mot with the unanimous sup- 
port of tho House. Under tho circum- 
stances, thoreforo, tho nomination of the 
member for Esquimalt was most unpar- 
donable on tho part of tho loader of the 
Government, and it was unreasonable to 
ask tho House to sanction it. If he (Mr. 
Walkom) had merely a narrow majority 
tho nomination might perhaps have been 
condoned, but with a large majority it 
was tho duty of tho Government to sot 
asido questions of expediency and do 
that which is strictly right. Tho scenes 
of last session and the inexperience dis- 
played by the member for Esquimalt — 

Mr. William", — (who occupied a soat 
amongst the audience) ' 'I call tho mem- 
ber to order. Who is he addressing ? 
Who is tho chairman ? " 

Mr. Smitho. — " What bettor illustra- 
tion could I liavo of the correctness of 
what I have said than tho hon. gentle- 
man himself now so opportunely furnishes} 
Tho hon. gentleman who aspires to the 
position of Speaker is himself out of 
order, and anyone with oven a small 
amount of parliamentary knowlodgc 
could tell him that the Clerk of the 
Houso is for the time being acting as 
presiding oflicor of the House, and that 
tho important question of who shall rulo 
over tho Assombly for tho remainder of 
the Parliament is now open for considera- 
tion. It will bo remembered that last 
session tho hon. gentleman was guilty of 
an action when chairman of a Houso 
Committeo which brought down upon 
him tho bitter reproach of a majority of 
the Houso, and which compelled Mr. 
Speaker to assort that ho had committed 
a political crimo. Disagrooablo thereforo 
as tho duty is, and much as I rcgrot to 
have to porform it, I respectfully but 
fearlessly onter a protest -on bohalf of tho 



opposition members of the House and of 
the community at largo against the elec- 
tion of the member for Esquimalt to the 
Speakership." (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied briefly. Ho 
said it ill became tho hon. member who 
had ju3t sat down to harbor a bad feeling 
on account of Mr. William's decisions last 
session. Ho thought him (Mr. W.) 
thoroughly qualified to occupy the Speak- 
er's chair and believed that a lecturo on 
May in tho month of July camo with bad 

?;race from tho member for Cowichan. 
Some laughter.) 

Tho question was thon put and Mr. 
Williams was elected without a count. 

The clerk having declared tho result of 
tho vote, Hon. Mr. Walkem conducted 
Mr. Williams to tho Speaker's chair. 

Mr. Williams thon expressed his thanks 
for tho honor conferred on him and prom- 
ised to oxecuto tho functions of tho office 
to tho best of his ability. 

His honor the Lieut. -Governor again 
entered tho Houso and was addressed by 
tho nowly olocted Speaker in tho usual 
language with reference to tho duties that 
had boon assigned to him. 

Tho hon. Provincial Socrotary addressed 
Mr. Speaker in tho customary formal man- 
ner and his honor tho Liout.-Govomor was 
then pleased to open tho session by deliv- 
ering tho following' 

SPEECH FROM THE TIIHONK. 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: — 

It is with pleasure that I welcome your 
presonco to-day for tho dispatch of legis- 
lative business. Summoned as you have 
boon at an unusual period of tho year, and 
doubtless at a great personal sacrilice to 
many of you, I foci that your attendance 
on this occasion is evidence of the deep 
intorest you take in tho welfare of. tho 
country. 

Several matters of importance will re- 
quire your oarnost attention. 

I regret to state that tho Railway ques- 
tion is still in a very unsatisfactory con- 
dition. By tho advice of my Ministers, 
shortly after they assumed office, a tele- 
gram, followed by a dispatch, was sent to 
the Secretary of State, strongly protest- 
ing against the steel rails being used or 
removed for purposes other than thoso 
for which they were designed .when 
landed on tho Island in 1875. To this 
protest I havo received no reply. In con- 
sidering these and other Railway papers, 
which will bo laid boforo you, I would re- 
mind you that tho timo baa come when 
delay in tho construction of tho work, 
both on tho Mainland and Island can no 
longor bo justified; and it is thoreforo 
incumbont upon us to take measures much 
more docisivo than tho more entry of 
protests, which, however firm and just, 
havo boon systematically disregarded by 
tho Government of tho Dominion. 

I have not as yet been favoured by 
Her Majesty's Government with any 
definite answer in reply to tho proposal 
which was made to them with rospect to 
the completion of our Graving Dock, but 
I hope to bo able during the session to 
placo you in possession of their views on 
tho matter. 

Tlio finances of tho Province will; I fool 
assured, receive your most careful con- 
sideration. Estimates and measures, 
framed with a view to scrupulously main- 
tain tho Provincial credit and more close- 
ly equalize* Rovenuo and Expenditure, 
will bo submitted to you. That portion 
of tho system of dual taxation, that has 
givon rise to so much complaint in Muni- 
cipalities, will be discontinued at tho 
closo of the present year. 

I shall ask your approval of a measure 
aiming at a largo extension of our Muni- 
cipal institutions, so that the manage- 
ment of local affairs may bo placed in the 
hands of thoso more immediately inter- 
ested in them. 

Your attention will be invited to the 
necessity of the representation of tho 
Province on a more acceptable footing, 
without increasing the number of Rep 1 
resontatives. 

The cost of tho Administration of Jus- 
tico is much greater than it should bo; 
and tho interesta of tho Mainland require 
that resident Judges of tho Supreme 
Court should bo appointed to that por- 
tion of the Province. 

The interesting problem of properly 
dealing with our Chinese population will, 
I trust, be solved this session to the satis- 
faction of tho Country. 

The steady porsoveranco shown in tho 
dovolopmcnt of our mineral wealth is a 
subject for congratulation, and I have 
ever}' confidence that such a courso will 
eventually produce results highly bene- 
ficial to the Province. Such, at least, has 
boon tho experience of other mineral 
countries. 

It is also with pleasure that I inform 
you that our Fisheries havo so far met 
with unabated success, and that regula- 
tions for their protection have recently 
been made by tho Dominion Government. 

I shall now leave you, gentlemen, con- 
fident that wisdom will govern your coun- 
cils, and that tho Province will bo benefit- 
ed by your deliberations. 

His honor the Lieut. -Governor having 
retired hon. Mr. Walkem introduced a 
bill to provide for tho employment of 
criminals without the walls of common 
jails. He also moved that tho speech from 
the throne bo taken into consideration on 
Wednesday next at 2 o'clock. 

After tho usual formal notices with ref- 
erence to printing, standing committees 
and corrupt elections tho Houso ad- 
journed till 2 p.m. on Wednesday next.

Victoria Garrison Artillery. — Tho 
Victoria' Garrison Artillery yesterday 
turned out 28 strong with oflicora to firo a 
salute in honor of His Excellency tho 
Lieutenant Governor, the occasion being 
the opening of tlio Third Provincial As. 
sembly. The artillery mustered at tho 
drill shed, James Bay, at ono p.m. and 
under Captain Dupont, marched down to 
tho ferry at the foot of Johnson stroot, 
thence to Macauloy's Point, whoroColonol 
Irwin, R. A., took command and com- 
menced by putting tho company through 
their facings at the seven inch guns. At 
three p.m. tho command was given, "No. 
1 gun tire," and twenty seconds after 
"No. 2 gun lire," and soon till tho salute 
of thirteen guns had been givon. At tho 
cloao of the salute Colonel Irwin briofly 
complimented the men on the way thoy 
had attended to their duties and on the 
firing in general and said that had ho 
known they were so proficient in thoir drill, 
instead of allowing 20 seconds botwoen 
each dischargo ho would havo only al- 
lowed ton seconds. Tlio men were thon dis- 
missed and aftor having been photo- 
graphed by Mr, Maynnrd returned to the 
city. This is the first time a saluto has 
boon fired in Victoria and considering tho 
time tho men havo been under drill wo 
must congratulate them on their profic- 
iency. Dr. Matthews was in attendance 
on the ground with necessary surgical in- 
struments in case of accident; but wo are 
happy to state that his services wore not 
required. 

Eclipse of the Sun. — Yesterday's 
eclipse of tho sun, so far as Victorians 
were concerned, was a "perfect success." 
It was first visible here about twenty-five 
minutes after 12 o'clock, and from that 
time gradually increased until at 1:45 
o'clock old Sol seon through smoked or 
colored glass, resembled tlio moon whon 
in her first quarter. At tlio timo of tho 
greatest darkness tho thermometer fell 
some ten degress and the atmosphere 
caused a chilling sensation. Shadows of 
the minutest objects were moat plainly 
depicted and the mountains in tho distant 
horizon bore an appearance similar to that 
assumed in the noun) of twilight. The 
eclipse was almost total and when at its 
greatest several stars wero visible. Tho 
effect produced on tho feathered tribe and 
other animals was remarkable. Hons and 
chickens apparently believed the hour to 
be sundown and certain varieties of flow- 
ers closed their petals as if preparatory to 
repose. The moon's first contact began on 
the northern right hand sido of tho sun 
and at tlio middlo of tho eclipso covorod 
1U out of 12 parts.

Lateat advicca from tho localities affect- 
ed by tho Indian uprising in Idaho and 
Oregon state that the hostilo3 are separat- 
ing, tho Bannacka aro fleeing and the 
Piutos preparing to surrender. General 
Howard ia near to the Malheur settlement 
and sevoral companies of military aro near 
Eldorado, Boise and tho Bluo Mountains. 
Affairs in tho vicinity of Pondloton aro 
asauming a more peaceful aspect, but tho 
people there still desire protection against 
tho TJmatillas and a detachment of in- 
fantry under Major Thompson haa been 
sent. A battle ia expected to tako placo 
at any moment near Silver City, Idaho, 
botwoen hostilos and volunteers. Stock 
has boon raided and many mules and 
horsos stolen by tho Indians.
